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SCHOOL REPORT.

The Board of Education presents the following Re- 
port of the Schools of Hampton Falls for the year end- 
ing March Ist. 1880. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


The first and second terms taught by Miss Mary 5. 
Blake. The school in her care was satisfactory in every 
respect. ‘The teacher’s interest, thoroughness, and kind- 
ly spirit insured the very best fruits in the school. It 
was with great regret that the Board of Education ac- 
cepted her resignation at the end of the second term. 

Winter term, taught by Miss L. A. Harriman. The 
school during the Winter term was the largest in town 
Miss Harriman did not spare herself in the work and 
the. results were generally satisfactory. The teacher 
made no preparation for examination ;by reviewing, so 
that the appearance of the school the last day was no 
criterion of the work through the term, 


EAST SCHOOL. 


The first and second terms were taught by Miss Har- 
riet D. Burgess. This was the first experience of Miss 
B. in teaching. The first term we consider a good school. 
The second term was marked by such irregularity of at- 
endance as would have discouraged the most Job-like 
patience, any real interest or thorough progress, was sim-

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ply impossible, so that the school in order and progress 
was not what we desired. We think that Miss Burgess 
has many elements of a successful teacher. The plain 
truth about the school is, that it can never be first rate, 
unless the parents see to it, that their children are prompt 
in attendance. The off and on system, that seems to be 
chronic in this school, is most direful in its results. The 
average attendance has been less than any other school 
in town. 

Winter term in the care of Miss Emma Webster. We 
hoped good things when Miss Webster began her work, 
and the good results in some respects far outran even 
our hopes. In the short term of seven weeks there was 
a very great progress in the school, both in deportment 
and studies. We thus speak in hearty praise of Miss 
Webster’s method of teaching, while we consider the 
many things that stood in the way of the school’s best 
progress. We are glad to say that there appeared some 
little gain in regularity of attendance. We hope the 
District may be fortunate enough to have Miss Webster 
for teacher in their school next year. 


SOUTH SCHOOL. 


This school was fortunate encugh to have through 
the year the same teacher as last year, Miss Alice W. 
Batchelder. She has shown the same elements of 
thorough teaching as characterized her last year’s work, 
and in some directions a greater excellence. Some of 
her classes in Arithmetic were worthy of the highest 
commendation. The whole deportment, and work of 
the school throughout the year were eminently satisifac- 
tory. A regular attendance is one of the elements of 
great success in this schoo]. ‘Phe parents plainly work 
for this. Kindly co-operating with the teacher, they have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they have helped make 
theirs a model school. With the same interest and werk 
may they long keep it in this high position. 
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WEST SCHOOL. 


The first term was taught by Miss Sarah L. Shepard. 
This was her first experience in teaching. While her 
success in teaching the more advanced classes was not 
what we desired, we are very glad to report good progress 
in some of the classes of the younger scholars. We 
think Miss Shepard made some mistakes in her ine se 
of governing, so that the deporiment of the school wa 
not : satisfactory. 

Fall and Winier terms taught by Miss Della E. Haines. 
In her charge the school became one of the most satis- 
factory 1n disci pline and thorough in studies. When we 
first looked upon Miss Haines’ teaching we were a good 
deal s skeptical about the hold cut of the movement, but 
as from time to time we visited her school we became 
fully persuaded that her resources in school teaching 
vere unfailing. We count her a good revivalist school- 
pepenes and would recommend her to any school that 
needs a reviving in government, in thoroughness and en- 
ee sm for study. 

Summing up the work of the schools throughout the 
year we think there has been a decided gain over the 
last year, their present standing being considerably better. 
We would make these common-place suggestions: Keep 
your good teachers in the same schools as long as you 
can. Insist on regular attendance. Three of our schools 

¢ pre-eminent in this respect. Don’t withbold your 
Sis and help from a teacher for any little report of 
imperfection. We count these, three essentials towards 
successiul schools. With the present amount raised for 
the support of the four schools, even with the most econ- 
omical use of the money we could continue the schools 
but about 27 weeks. Is it enough? 

‘There appears to us one great. error in popular educa- 
tion which we wish may be more and more shunned. It 
is the stimulating a vain and selfish ambition inthe boy 
and girl to struggle to be at the head of the class, to get 
above somebody ior the praise and show that comes of 
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it. This is a sad education for the young, for this am- 
bition of vanity and selfishness thus nurtured in school 
is apt to grow up to be the motive power of the man 
and woman. ‘This kind of ambition may give tempor- 
ary success but the crop it bears later in life is miserable 
food to live upon, it grows more and more to be dust 
and ashes. But when the young mind and heart are ed- 
ucated into the love of knowledge for its own sake, or 
as a means to help others, in a way to make one forget 
self, the fruits of such an education, grow richer and 
more beautiful the older the man or woman grows. 

Is it not the best kind of common school education, 
that which educates the young to love knowledge for its 
own sake, because it gives more real manhood and wo- 
manhood, though it may pay no dividends, of show or 
money to feed vanity and selfishness, and education that 
helps the boy or girl to grow up loving happy homes, to 
be uprightly and down rightly honest in business, tem- 
perate in body and pure in speech, to hunger more to 
give a helping hand than to sit in the “high seats” to 
love the “well done” of conscience, more than all the 
flattery of the world. 

Surely ’tis worth while to work for such schools.
